NINETIETH ANNIVERSARY OF THE BRITISH 
AND FOREIGN BIBLE SOCIETY. 
ADDRESS BY THE REV. DR. J. G. PATON. 

I deem it a great honor, my Lords, Ladies and 
Gentlemen, to be present to-day, and to have the op- 
portunity of saying a few words to you regarding the 
work of the British and Foreign Bible Society in the 
far-off South Sea Islands. I suppose that is the rea- 
son why I am invited to be present to-day. For the 
last thirty-six years I have been a member of an aux- 
iliary of this society, and if all the auxiliaries of this 
society appreciated its labors as thoroughly as that 
auxiliary, it would have doubled its funds with which 
to circulate the word of God, and it would have the 


sympathy and the prayers of every contributor. 


When I went to the South Sea Islands, thirty-six 
years ago, the Bible was not in a single language in 
that group ; and yet, by God’s blessing on the efforts 
of our missionaries, we have now in the New Heb- 
rides group alone the word of God translated and 
printed in sixteen different languages, and read by 
the natives whe speak those languages. Few per- 
sons present have any idea of the enormous work 
implied in the translation of God’s word into sixteen 
languages ; but I know of no work in which the mis- 
-sionary or the translator gets nearer to God, and 
more under the influence of the Holy Spirit, and 
more into the joy of seeing the revelation of God’s 
will to fallen men, than in translating the holy book 
into a new language. It is a work that we approach 
in prayer; it is a work that we carry through in 
prayer; and it is a work on which we implore the 
divine blessing, for, without that, all such efforts can 
do very little. We see marvellous results arising 
from the translations, imperfect though they may be 
in consequence of the imperfect knowledge that some 
of the translators have of the languages, those lan- 


guages being most difficult to acquire. When we go © 
a teacher (and he was a very devoted one), when he

ges. If I could take those persons who doubt — 


the inspiration of the Bible down to those islands, and 
let them see the marvellous results that the word of 
God has accomplished, they would soon change their 
minds, and feel what has been said already in the 
noble addresses which you have listened to—that 
there is a living power in the word of God that en- 
lightens the human mind, and moves the human 
heart, and changes the whole tenor of a man’s life, 
as nothing else does. You have heard to-day of these 
four million copies of the bible being circulated 
through our earth during the year. Eternity only 
will reveal the fruits which that immense circulation 
of the blessed book will bear. 

_ I will give you an instance or two of what the Bible 
has done even amongst those benighted cannibals. 
One man was led to be able to read the word of God. 
He at once had a desire to tell others of the great 
truths which that word unfolds. He became a 
teacher around his door and among his own people. 
But this was not satisfactory to him. I cannot see 
how it could be satisfactory to any one who loves the 
Lord Jesus Christ in sincerity. He at once extended 
his operations, and h> implored the missionary, 
“Tet me go away inland, and I will settle down 
among the benighted cannibals that have never heard 
of the gospel, and I will try and tell them of Jesus and 
his love, that they may be brought to read his holy 
word, and to enjoy the happiness that I possess 
through it.’’ That man was appointed a teacher and 
sent inland, and we gave him £4 a year in order that 
he might obtain clothing, but he had to work for his 
food as best he could among the people where he was 
sent asa teacher. When his first £4 were handed to 
him, he took ten shillings of it and laid it down before 
the missionary, and said, ‘‘Send that to the British 
and Foreign Bible Society, for I owe all the joy which 
I possess to the word of God which they have sent to 
us.” And year after year, while that man continued 


received his £4, ten shillings of each £4 were laid 


down yearly for the British and Foreign Bible Society. 
‘Oh! if the same proportion of our incomes was de- 


yoted to the work of this society and to the work of 
God, what funds they would possess for the great and 
glorious cause! That man became very ill, and he was 
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dying, and he sent for the missionary that had been 
the instrument in teaching him to read God’s word 
and to love the Lord Jesus. The missionary said, 
“Why have you sent for me? Has any doubt or 
difficulty crossed your mind?” “No,” he said, “I 
am resting on Jesus, and full of joy in him, but I 
want to see you. I have given ten shillings a year to 
the British’and Foreign Bible Society out of my allow- 
ance of £4 a year every year since I became a teacher ; 
but as I have spent none of my money on intoxicating 
drink, and spent none of it on tobacco, I have conse- 
crated all I could to God, and I have been able to 
save £10 of the money, and now I want to hand it 
over to Jesus while Iam spared and able to see how it 
will be used, for my friends might obtain it after my 
death if I did not dispose of it while I was living, and 
they might make a bad use of it—a use which I should 
not approve of.’’ The missionary said, “ How do you 
want me to dispose of this money for you?” “Oh,” 
he said, “send it to the British and Foreign Bible So- 
ciety, and tell them that they receive it from a dying 
Christian, and that his last prayer implored God that 
he might make them the means of bringing many, 
many poor saveges, such as I was, to die exulting in 
Jesus Christ through the word of God which they 
have sent to me.” And he passed away, praying for 
the success of this Bible society. 

Let me tell you another incident that I have just 
received from my son away on the dark heathen 
island of Malekula. That lad has been placed there 
lately as a missionary. They have begun to read the 
word of God, or the small portion which they pos- 
sess; ani one young man was threatened that he 
would be shot down if he attempted to go to the 
Sabbath school again and be instructed in the word 
of God. But the love of Jesus was stronger than the 
threat, and the young man went with his two brothers, 
and one night, when he was retiring from the school, 
and going home, a ball went through him; and as the 
ball went through him the lad dropped his hymn- 
book, then he ran forward a little, and then he ran 
back and picked up his hymn-book. Then he ran 
toward his brothers again, and fell; then he got up 
and ran a few steps and fell again, and then he 
groaned, “I am dying.” His two brothers wept over 
him, and prayed with him, and they sang a verse of 
his favorite hymn, and in his dying moments he joined 
with them in singing that hymn. At the close the 
struggle was over, and his soul entered the glory. 
That lad rejoiced in Jesus Christ through the teaching 
of the blessed Bible. _ 

Another instance: A lad lately came to Mr. Watt, 
the missionary, and there was a chief on that island 
who was a great enemy to the gospel and the teach- 
ing of the missionary. He murdered, he opposed, he 

ersecuted, he did everything to prevent the progress 
of the work. He died lately, and immediately after 
his death the lad came from the interior, and he said 
to the missionary : “Why have you not given a copy 
of the New Testament to two lands inland?” The 
missionary said, “I will give it to them as soon as 
they can read the Bible.’ The lad said, “ They can 
read it now.” The missionary said, ‘‘Can you read 


it?” “Yes,” he said, “I have acquired the power of 


reading God’s word, and oh, it is so precious! We 
lads in the interior meet together. We read the 
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Scriptures, and we pray over them, and we have be- 
come very happy.” The missionary handed him a 
book, and he opened at I. Cor. i., and he read the 
chapter through, and he said, “ Oh, the power of the 
word of God!” Yes, friends, twenty-five years ago, 
when I returned to that group, there was only the 
Bible in part translated into one language. Now, as 
I say, we have it translated into sixteen languages, 
and read by natives in those sixteen languages. 
Whatever agnostics and rationalists and scientists 
may say of the word of God and its treatment here, 
we believe in its power. We feel that power in the 
conversion of thousands upon thousands, and in 
bringing men who imbrued their hands in each 
other’s blood to lead pure and civilized lives and 
serve the living and the true God. What other book 
on earth, I ask you, would have produced such a mar- 
vellous change among those cannibals as the word of 
God has done, and as the word of God is doing? 
We believe that what it has done for those who have 
already received it it will do for those that are yet 
cannibals in heathen darkness as soon as we are able 
to give it to them with its sanctifying power. My 
Lord, I rejoice in the work of the British and Foreign 
Bible Society. Yearly at our mission synod we have 
a meeting of our auxiliary. I wish this audience 
could have been present with me when I was down 
there last. “After each missionary had contributed 
what he could in support of the society, they would 
have seen poor natives come up and give all they had 
in the world. One would Jay down a penny, another a 
halfpenny, another a threepenny bit, another ten shil- 
lings—all that they possessed ; and then in tears we 
said, “ We rejoice in this society. We have given all we 
have to Jesus, and if we can give more we will give 
it in our own gratitude for what God has done for us.” 
In that way that Bible society meeting becomes the 
principal meeting of the year with us and our synod. 
But not only in our mission. Look at all the other 
missions. Wherever you turn your eyes this society 
is a great help to all missionary societies. If we have 
a complete book ready for printing the Bible society 
receives it, they carry it through the press, they bind 
it, and bring it back to the work. And no island and 
no society that I know of is kept waiting for a single 
day if this society can aid in carrying out the work. 
I know of no society, either in Britain or elsewhere, 
that deserves more the prayers and the sympathy and 
the liberal‘aid of God’s people than the British and 


Foreign Bible Society. All our missions work in the — 


narrow circle in which God has placed us, but the ob- 
ject of this society is to give the Bible to the world, 
and, though we hear of these four million copies, and 
of the work going on from’ year to year in that way, 
no one knows the mighty influence of the living word 
of God. Wherever it finds its way it will bring souls 
to Christ, and lead them to rejoice in his great sal- 
vation. We have no criticism of the Bible down there, 
neither higher nor lower, nor anything else. Our na- 
tives just receive it as the word of God, on God’s 
authority—“ thus saith the Lord;” and we search it, 
and they search it on the recommendation of the 
blessed Jesus who said, “Search the Scriptures ; for in 
them ye think ye have eternal life : and they are they 
which testify of me.” Hence we see the marvellous 
results in the conversion of thousands, and in chang- 
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ing of the whole aspect of those islands by the teach- 
ing of Jesus Christ—Christ the foundation, Christ the 
middle, Christ the end. He must be all in all, and 
then he will honor the efforts of this society and 
every other society ; and ere long I trust the time will 
come when the whole earth will be filled with the 
knowledge of the glory of the Lord, and none shall 
have to say to his neighbor, “ Know the Lord,” but 
all shall know him from the least to the greatest. 
We therefore persevere in the hope that ere long the 
men of Ethiopia shall stretch out their hands to God 
in faith and love and rejoice in the great salvation. I 
can only say that my earnest prayer and desire is, as 
it has always been, that God may bless the circulation 
of the Bible by this society, and give the society in- 
creased means and increased power to circulate it. 
Oh! that many here who have wealth would only act 
as that dying native teacher did and give a portion, 
if not all, of that wealth to this society and kindred 
societies, while they have the consciousness and the 
power to give it away to Jesus, so that they would 
know that it will be used for the promotion of his 
glory and the advancement of his blessed cause. Let 
us all unite in praying more earnestly and working 
more fervently for the advancement of that cause 
which we represent here to-day. We entreat your 
prayers also on behalf of the perishing heathen every- 
where, that they may be brought to sing God’s praise, 
and, with us, to be heirs of eternal bliss in the glory 
that I trust awaits us all.

A PRINTER’S PROBLEM, <—— 


In preparing Chinese Scriptures with marginal 
references it is a question of no small importance 
what abbreviations to use for the several books of 
the Bible. Some of the names in Chinese are of ex- 
cessive length, consisting of five or six square charac- 
ters, and if represented by Roman letters such a 
word as Thessalonians becomes Thiap-sat-lo-nt-hi, 
a word altogether too long for the narrow margin 
allotted to references. Some contracted form is 
necessary, like those to which we are accustomed in 
the English Bible. But the determination of the 
most appropriate symbol is not easy, since one 
character may enter into the composition of half a 
dozen different names. Uniformity, which is very de- 
sirable, has not yet been secured, and an abbreviation 
which refers a Wenli reader to the Gospel of John 
would send an Amoy reader to the Book of Job. A 
writer in the Chinese Recorder suggests the selection 
of sixty-six characters, each of which shall stand for a 
separate book, and which shall be agreed on as the 
standard contractions to be employed not only in 
reference Bibles, but in concordances and text-books. 
In the list which he proposes, the character chosen 
might also be represented in the Roman alphabet by 
combinations of two or three letters, and in no case 
would more than four be required. The preparation 
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of the forthcoming union version gives fit occasion 
for bringing up this matter for remark and decision.

“THE INDEPENDENT’’ says: “Another blow has 
fallen on the work of the British and Foreign Bible 
Society in Russia. About eight months ago the 
society was informed that its shop in the city of 
Kieff—the Russian Jerusalem, and a great resort of 
pilgrims—must be closed for six months, by order of 
the Minister of the Interior. No reason was given 
for this arbitrary action, and the agent of the Bible. 
society was at a loss to explain it. But now the gov- 
ernor of Kieff has gone further. When an effort was 
recently made to have the shop re-opened, he replied 
by strictly prohibiting colportage in the four large 
provinces over which he has jurisdiction, and by 
publishing in the newspapers throughout the empire 
that he does so because the colporteurs of the Bible 
society are actively engaged as Stundist propagan- 
dists. There can be, of course, little doubt that the 
distribution of the Scriptures among the villages of 
Russia has vastly helped the cause of evangelical 
truth, and that hundreds of thousands of the peasants 
known as Stundists owe their light to the reading of 
the Bible, but it is denied absolutely that the col- 
porteurs have been engaged in the work of preaching 
or teaching. Their simple duty, as in the case of col- 
porteurs of the American Bible Society, which they 
do not overstep, and which they are strictly forbidden 
to overstep, is to sell the Bibles and Testaments with 
which the Bible society supplies them.”

EGYPT. 


The outline map of the Valley of the Nile, published 
in the report of the Board of Foreign Missions of the 
United Presbyterian Church, is dotted with the sta- 
tions occupied by its missionaries between Alexan- 
dria and Assouan. Preaching is maintained at no 
less than 131 stations, in thirty-two of which there are 
organized congregations. The mission was estab- 
lished in November, 1854. Colporteurs are now 
at work in every province, and “the colporteur is 
always the pioneer evangelist.” The Bible is ex- 
tensively sold in all the districts by means of col- 
porteurs and others—14,309 copies in whole or in 
part having been put in circulation during the year, 
an increase of 1,562 over the year preceding. Twenty 
colporteurs were employed and ten shopmen. Thus 
far Bible colporteurs have rarely gone beyond 
Assouan, but in that direction there lies a large and 
important field, and the missionaries look forward to 
the day when the Soudan itself shall be opened to 
them and to the preaching of the gospel. 


BOHEMIA. 


One of the signs of the times is the publication in 
Prague by a Roman Catholic bookseller of a neat 
pamphlet of thirty-two pages containing an address 
by the Rev. A. W. Clark, D.D., entitled, “ The Bible 
as a Hero Unconquered and Uncontueratlen: The 
address was delivered publicly last March, and the

native bookseller, who is publishing the Bible in 
cheap halfpenny portions, begged for permission to 
print it that he might send it to all the booksellers in 
Bohemia. 

In the report of the British and Foreign Bible 
Society the following incident is told as having oc- 
curred in Bohemia: 

“Sitting in an inn one day Colporteur H. took up 
a newspaper and found to his surprise the following 
advertisement: 

«St, John 3: 16: God so loved the world, that he 
gave his only begotten Son, that whosoever believeth 
in him should not perish, but have everlasting life. 
These are the words of our Lord Jesus. Read the 
New Testament.’ 

“He called the attention of the innkeeper and his 
guests to this advertisement and showed them his 
Testaments. He then told them about the society’s 
great work. Nine copies were ordered. This was 
a most unusual experience. Whoever may have 
caused the advertisement to be published is not 
known to us, but it had its desired effect.” 


POVERTY OF LANGUAGE. 


Our missionaries in the interior of Africa are en- 
countering some of the difficulties incident to the 
opening of a new field of labor, namely, the poverty 
of the language in terms necessary to the proper ex- 
pression of religious truth. Dr. Good writes that in 
the Bule language there is no word for “thanks” or 
“thanksgiving.” “To believe,” “to trust,” “to have 
faith,” are all expressed by one verb for which there 
is no corresponding noun. There is no word for 
“spirit.” The Bule have always believed in an in- 
visible God, but they have never given such a being 
a name. With the Bule a living man has a body 
aud a shadow—the literal shape cast by the living 
person—which at death leaves the body and becomes 
a disembodied spirit, with a new name, which cannot 
be used to apply to God and the angels. So Dr. 
Good is driven to say that God is a “shadow,” and 
that Christ will send his “Holy Shadow” into men’s 
hearts, etc. With such difficulties to be overcome, 
the Bible to be translated, hymns to be written, and 
with no one fully qualified to act as~a reliable 
interpreter, pioneer work in Africa is not an easy 
task.— The Church at Home and Abroad. 


BIBLE WORK IN BRAZIL. 
BY REV. H. C. TUCKER. 


The territory of Brazil is about equal in size to that 
of the United States of America. The population 
scattered over this vast territory cannot be more 
than fourteen millions, say about one fifth of that of 
the United States. There are no railroads of conse- 
quence to facilitate transportation and travel, save in 
the States of Rio, Minas-Geraes, Sao Paulo, Bahai, 
and Pernambuco, and in these the lines run only 
limited distances into the interior. Very few of the 
many rivers are navigated. Fortunately, sixteen of 
the twenty States have a seacoast; of the remaining

four, two are accessible by river navigation. — The 
pack-mule becomes the means of transportation to 
reacha large part of the population in every one of the 
States. The climate is for the most part warm, the 
roads are very rough and not at all kept, the 
country generally mountainous and hilly; at certain 
seasons the rains are frequent and‘ abundant, so that 
one can readily see some of the difficulties attending 
the colporteur in his efforts to reach the people. 
Many have been the trying as well as interesting ex- 
periences I have had with the colporteurs through 
the wild woods, climbing the hills and mountains, 
swimming the rivers or crossing in canoes or ferry- 
boats, sleeping in the open air at night in a ham- 
mock or on the ground—all this for the purpose of 
reaching the people in the interior to offer them the 
word of God. We have in our employ some brave, 
persevering men, who have been working under such 
circumstances now for several years to carry forward 
this good work ; they are real heroes. Not a few 
times, in going from one settlement to another far 
distant, have we been lost and wandered about for a 
long time in pouring rains to find our way. Some- 
times we have been almost overcome with the heat, 
hunger, and thirst. 

Another barrier in the way of the colporteur’s 
work, when once he has through all these difficulties 
reached the _people, is the inability of so many to 
read. It is estimated that not more than fifteen per 
cent. of the whole population have any knowledge of 
letters at all. I get these facts from official sources 
as well as from personal observation and inquiry. In 
the coast cities and towns the percentage of those 
who can read is much larger than through the in- 
terior, so that when a colporteur has gone a great 
distance to visit a community he finds really very 
few who can read the book he carries to them. 

But the greatest difficulty of all that we have to 
encounter in our work is the opposition of the Roman 
Catholic priests; I say Roman Catholic priests, and 
yet so different is Roman Catholicism and the priest- 
hood throughout this country from what your readers 
know the Catholic Church to be that it seems a mis- 
nomer. ~ However, it shows what may be done in the 
name of Christianity when the book of God is closed 
and men follow the traditions of the Church. The 
priests seem well grounded in the teaching of their 
Church that only zhey should read the word of God; 
the people are forbidden, under the threat of ex- 
communication, the reading of the Holy Scriptures. 
They are careful to teach their followers that the 
written word was never intended by God for the 
people to read; they deny most bitterly the right of 
private judgment in the interpretation of the Scrip- 
tures. Many of the simple and ignorant are made to 
believe they commit a great sin in rgading the Bible. 
If they should be found reading it they are made to go 
to confession and to do penance according as the crime 
is considered to be grievous. Then, again, these same 
priests tell the people that the Bible of the Protestants 
is false, full of lies, and is a very dangerous book. 


Many times their opposition arises to real persecu- 


tion. Colporteurs of this Society have been stoned, 
and in various ways badly treated at the instigation 
of these men. Many times they have seen their 
Bibles torn up or burned, and they have been driven 
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out of the towns. The priests destroy every Bible 
they can get their hands on, and do all in their power 
to prevent the people from buying them. 

- But let no reader of these lines think, because we 
first call attention to these little difficulties and opposi- 
tions in the way of our work, that we are discour- 
aged or that our work is in vain; not so. The Lord 
of Hosts is with us, our God is for us; it is his work, 
and so sure as these mountains stand, and the sun 
shines, and the rain falls, and the devil opposes, 
so sure is our work succeeding, so sure’are souls 
being enlightened and finding their way into the 
kingdom of light and joy and life eternal. With 
God’s presence to cheer, we gladly hasten on in the 
name of Jesus of Nazareth to fulfill his command to 
go into all the world and preach the gospel to every 
creature, trusting in the assurance, ‘‘Lo, I am with 
you alway, even to the end of the world.” God’s 
word shall not return unto him void. 

So far as figures can tell us, let us see what has 
been done during the six years I have had charge of 
this Agency. We have had constantly at work from 
five to twelve men; they have travelled 175,000 miles, 
and worked 14,927 days. I have given all my time, 
and have travelled 26,650 miles. These men have 
visited 215,000 families, and offered the Scriptures to 
more than 600,000 persons directly; they have reached 
approximately about one anda half to two millions of 
the population. We have sold 56,087 copies of the 
Sacred Scriptures, and have given away to the poor 
6,912, making a total distribution of 62,999 copies. This 
work we have done in eighteen of the States; the 
remaining two were under the supervision of the La 
Plata. Agency of the Society. We have no way of 
readily getting the statistics of what has been done 
in these States. Through the British and Foreign 
Bible Society Agency and the missionaries and their 
agencies, there have been distributed in Brazil during 
these six years more than 100,000 copies of the Scrip- 
tures, and through the La Plata Agency of the Amer- 
ican Society in Rio Grande do Sul and Matto Grosso 
and others, certainly not less than 7,000 copies. So 
the sum total of Bible distributions in Brazil during 
the six years that I have been engaged in the work 
amounts to 170,000 copies. To show that the work is 
increasing gradually year by year we need only to look 
at the reports. During the first of these six years— 
1888—the total distribution by all agencies was about 
15,600; for the last of the six—1893—the total was 
35,000 copies. It is readily seen that the yearly aver- 
age for this period has been more than 28,300 copies. 

As regards the work of our Agency, the distribu- 
tion has more than doubled in this period. The 
report for 1888 was 7,286, that for 1893 is 15,507. It 
1888 the colporteurs worked 1,782 days at a cost, in- 
cluding expenses of the Agency, of $7,903 60; while in 
1893 those employed worked 2,908 days, including all 
expenses, for $9,221 20. The receipts from sales 
for the two years under comparison were, respect- 
ively, $1,813 36 and $4,323 30. From this comparison 
it may be seen that, while we have largely increased 
our sales, the increase in expenses has not been by 
any means proportionately great. We feel encour- 
aged to hope that we shall, by God’s grace, be en- 
abled from year to year to do more in giving these 
millions the written word of God. 
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We well understand that the selling, or rather the 
buying, of these Scriptures is one thing, and the 
reading is quite another. Doubtless all interested 
readers of these facts will wish to know if the people 
read the Bible when once they have been induced to 
buy it. There can be no doubt that some copies are 
laid away on a shelf and soon forgotten, others are 
burned or torn up by the priests, but that many are 
read and studied we have positive proof. The seed 
is continually producing fruit. There is being rapidly 
awakened a spirit of inquiry and investigation among 
the people; they are learning the absurdity of the 
Romish prohibition to the reading of the Scriptures, 
and that every child of God should have the privi- 
lege of reading the Father’s will; they are becoming 
less and less inclined to yield their Bibles to the 
priests to be destroyed. They find that in the Romish 
representations they have had only a small part of 
the glorious truth, and consequently they gladly seek 
after more light and knowledge. It may be very 
truly said of those who can read that they are a read- 
ing people; they read everything they get hold of 
in the form of book or paper. 

It should be borne in mind all the time that the work 
of the Bible Society is to offer the people the written 
word of God; the work of inducing them to read 
and to search the Scriptures devolves largely on the 
ministers of the gospel and other workers. As Bible 
Society workers we look first at the number of copies 
we are placing in the hands of the people. But as I 
am writing this for those who are looking most for 
results in the shape of the number of souls being en- 
lightened and converted, I shall give a few incidents 
illustrating the power of the written word, showing 
the value of the work of the Bible Society as an 
agency for evangelization. 

A few years ago one of the colporteurs of this 
Society began work in the western part of the State 
of Minas-Geraes, reaching on into the State of Goyaz. 
He had to walk long distances, and sent his books on 
pack-mules. Sometimes he would be gone from the 
station, where lived a missionary, for several months. 
On his return he would relate, the most interesting 
incidents of his travels, the eagerness with which 
some of the people received and read the Bible; he 
endured many hardships and persecutions. Finally 


he induced one of the missionaries to go with him 


into that region. The preacher found that the half 
had not been told. The seed sown by this humble 
servant of God was already producing fruit. Some 
were ready to profess their faith in Christ, and many 
others eagerly seeking the light. The missionary 
finally moved up into that field and followed up the 
work foratime. He has since fallen asleep in Jesus, 
and his body lies buried at one of the interior towns. 
Others have taken up the work and are pressing on 
with it. All who have labored in that field testify 
that’ the work was begun by our colporteur. There 
are now in that region a number of small churches 
organized and actively at work. The workers there 
are constantly having calls in different directions to 
visit people and to preach the gospel to those who 
have been reading the Bible. Quite a number of the 
Protestant churches in this country had their begin- | 
ning from the work of the colporteurs of the Bible 
Societies. At first one or two persons became 
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iutterested in reading the Bible, and some missionary 
was then induced to visit them. There is nowa most 
prosperous church in one of the seacoast towns of 
the State of Sao Paulo, where the work was begun 
several years ago by one Bible that the colporteur 
sold. The church now numbers over one hundred 
members, and no preacher or missionary has ever 
served them as pastor, only they have made occa- 
sional visits to the congregation. 

About three years ago one of our colporteurs went 
to visit a town and country settlement in the State of 
Rio de Janeiro; he sold a number of Bibles, anda 
few weeks after reported that several persons in that 
section were interested in reading, for the first 
time in life, the word of God. Later he made 
another visit to the same persons, and found them 
diligently searching for the light. After about one 
year had passed he succeeded in inducing a preacher 
to visit them. There is now, after two years, a church 
organized in the town with a growing congregation, 
and the good work extends out into the country. 
We could relate many incidents of a similar kind. 
That the written word of God is having a power in 
the land there cannot be the least doubt. Souls are 
constantly being enlightened and filled with joy 
through the reading of the Scriptures. No book is 
being so widely circulated in this country, and none 
having so great an influence as the Bible. Let all 
who read this pray the blessings of God upon the work 
and upon the seed they are sowing.— The Methodist 
Review of Missions. 


EASTERN TURKEY MISSION. 

Writing from Sert, in Turkey, on the 17th of July, 
in. behalf of the Eastern Turkey Mission, the Rev. 
A.. N. Andrews says: 

The Mission regards the work of Bible distribution 
as one of most vital importance, and as a power- 
ful auxiliary to the directly evangelistic labors “in 
word and doctrine” which it is the missionary’s first 
duty to promote. The educational efforts engaging 
so much missionary strength have a direct bearing 
upon the work of your Society by multiplying the 
number of readers, most of whom, in turn, look to 
your Society for their supply of the Scriptures which 
are able to make them wise unto salvation. 

In fact the relation of the American Board and the 
American Bible Society in the field of this Mission to 
the gospel work thereof is that of the warp and woof 

to the woven cloth. Neither makes cloth without the 

other, and only a harmonious and well proportioned 
‘relation between the two results in first-rate cloth. 
While the warp is not the woof, nor the woof the warp, 
_ still their mutual interdependence is not fora moment 
tobe lost sight of. The American Board and the Ameri- 
‘can Bible Society must work together to produce the 
_best results for either. In this aspect of the case we 
»view with alarm the entire stopping by the govern- 
-ment of all colportage in the Van station field, and 
the many and serious hindrances to its prosecution 
‘im the other station fields of the Mission. But we 
- hope and pray that these preventive measures will 
»~prove to be but temporary. 
» Normally, progress under both Societies should 
« advance toward self-support if the work of both is on 
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a sound basis. But fields differ in both their capacity 
and condition for such development, so that it is not 
fair to judge of work in one field by results in another. 
For instance, gospel work in Anatolia is sixty years 
old, while in Koordistan and Upper Mesopotamia it 1s 
only thirty years of age. The Syrians are a people 
different from the Armenians, the former being Se- 
mitic while the latter are Japhetic, and conservatism 
is much stronger with them than with the Armenians. 
Then, too, the national spirit is wholly foreign to 
them. The general condition of the Syrians, whether 
Jacobites or Nestorians, in all these regions is ona 
lower plane than that of the peoples north of Diar- 
bekir. We are not, therefore, to be disheartened be- 
cause neither Bible work nor the evangelistic and 
educational work of the missionaries keeps pace with 
that of our northern neighbors. We trust, therefore, 
that the present disproportion between expenses and 
sales will not scare the Society out of the field, whose 
very polyglot character, leaving other items now out 
of account, is such a bar to its rapid development. 

Praying that the year to come may witness still 
larger results for your wide-world and God-appointed 
Society, I remain, on behalf of the Mission,

NORTH CHINA MISSION. 
PEKING, CH1nA, August 1, 1894. 

I trust it is not too late in the year for the North 
China Mission of the American Board to express its 
appreciation of your Society, and our high estimate 
of the value of its work. By means of agents the 
Bible, as a whole or in portions, is distributed over 
North China thick as the leaves of the forest. The 
province of Chihli, in which Peking is located, has 
been traversed by the colporteurs in all directions, and 
all its principal centres have been visited. It is now 
the aim to reach not so much the great cities and 
markets as the smaller towns and humble hamlets 
of this great province, in itself larger than some west- 
ern nations. The Bible has proven itself the best 
pioneer of the preacher. Much as the preaching mis- 
sionary may be necessary to the proper exposition of 
Bible truth, yet it is true that in new regions the self- 
interpreting quality of the truth_becomes wonderfully 
apparent, and after faithful colportage has been done 
the missionary often finds his way marvellously open. 
It is an encouraging fact that in some places where 
there are now flourishing schools and churches—live 
centres of Christian work—the first beginning was 
made by the book itself. The writer recalls one in- 
stance in this province in which a New Testament 


had been secured from a distributer and laid on the 


shelf for eight long years, when an accidental perusal 
awakened the mind and heart. Down came the 
kitchen god, and the reader went sixty miles to find a 
missionary who had waited eighteen months before 
he had seen this man, his first inquirer. 

On the tenth day of the tenth moon of the Chinese 
year occurs the birthday of the Empress Dowager, 
aunt of the reigning Emperor. A movement is on 


foot among the missionary ladies to prepare and pre-— 
sent to Her Majesty a special copy of the Bible, in- 


closed in a valuable casket. It is hoped that the 
native Christian women will be willing to assist 
largely in securing the needed funds. They fall in 
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with the idea readily, and there is no doubt that they 
will assist to the extent of their abilities. The Em- 
press Dowager is a lady of large abilities, commands 
the respect of the Chinese statesmen, and without 
doubt is the most influential personage in the empire. 
he Emperor is preparing to celebrate her birthday 
with truly royal magnificence. The Peking Gazette 
reports that already a sum equal to about $25,000,000, 
United States gold, has been appropriated for the 
purpose. The road from her summer palace, about 
ten miles from the city to the west, to her city resi- 
dence has been parcelled out among the twenty-two 
provinces of the empire, proportioned to their wealth, 
and every foot of space is to be occupied with orna- 
mental arches, silk pavilions, theatres, and spectacu- 
lar shows of all descriptions. Not only are all the 
Officials in the empire assessed, but in Peking all 
forms of business, even down to the peddling huck- 
sters and donkey drivers, are compelled to assist in a 
show which they all pronounce to be unnecessary and 
wasteful. When we consider that last year will long 
be remembered as the famine year, also that thou- 
sands of acres of good land stood idle this spring for 
_lack of ability on the people’s part to buy seed, also 
the general and ever-present fact that millions of his 
subjects, especially in the north, are living in a pov- 
erty of which the nations of the west can hardly con- 
ceive, we are safe in concluding, I think, that the 
-young Emperor has unwise advisers, and that this 
_ vast expenditure of money and effort is most untimely. 
. A factor which was not contemplated is the war which 
: now seems imminent between China and Japan. No 
- formal declaration has yet been made, and the Japa- 
hese minister still lingers in Peking. However, the 
_War spirit has risen. The Chinese have been brow- 
beaten and bulldozed by the Japanese beyond the 
limit of human endurance, and though they sought 
_ every means to avoid conflict, and have shown a pa- 
_tience truly remarkable, they are now prepared to 
_take up arms in sheer self-defense. Troops in large 
_humbers are leaving, and reports come that fighting 
_has begun on both land and water. The affairs of 


_State are conducted here in the greatest secresy, and 


we have little certain knowledge of anything except 
_ Our ignorance. | : 
What may be the political conclusion of this contest 


__.no one can predict, but we may all hope that it will 
«lead to a wider outlook on the part of both nations 
_ and a reaching out after the best products of our 


_Christian civilization, ,

Not having been 
long in China his remark surprised me, but I also 
felt really pleased. What others may think I do not 
know, but for my own part, ifthat boy’s statement 
was not a Zestzmony I never heard one. 


BIBLE DISTRIBUTION IN PERSIA. 
"BY REV. S. G. WILSON, OF TABREEZ, PERSIA. 

The American and the British and Foreign Bible 
Societies are each at work in Persia. The latter is 
represented by a missionary of the Church Mission 
Society at Ispahan, the former has an Agent, Rev. W. 
L. Whipple; residing at Tabreez, with central depots 
there and at Oroomiah, Teheran, and Hamadan. 
Colporteurs are stationed at ten or more other points. 
The general distribution is accomplished by itinerat- 
ing colporteurs, going on foot or more generally on 
horseback from village to village. There are few 
regions in the northern provinces which have not 
been visited under superintendence of the American 
Society. The southern provinces have been well 
canvassed from Ispahan. 

The work in Persia encounters many difficulties. 
One is the ignorance of the people. In many villages 
of Azerbijan only two or three men can read. Pov- 


- erty prevents purchase, even though a New Testament 


is sold for ten cents, or one fifth of its cost in a foreign 
language. Yet a dime is a day’s wages for a laborer. 
Sometimes they will offer to exchange hay or prod- 
uce orachicken in payment. Another obstacle is 
the opposition of Mohammedan Mollahs. Some- 
times they have said, ‘‘This is a good book,” and 
recommended it. At other times they will even com- 
mand the people to return the books already pur-- 
chased. They declare “the gospel was brought. 
-down from heaven by Christ and taken up by him. 
again. There is now no gospel on the earth. This.

A colporteur says: ‘““ We came 
one evening to a sheikh’s village in Kurdistan, and 
were received as his guests. He was very much in- 


_terested in our books, and said: ‘ Yes, I must have a 


Bible in my house; I want my children to read it.’ 


_ Just then a prominent priest came in, and, finding out 


what the book was, said: ‘A person who will re- 


bey 
on 


ceive that book deserves to have his house burned.’ 
The sheikh said: ‘But this is the word of God, the 
Books of Moses and Jesus whom we acknowledge to 
be prophets.’ Nothing could induce him to consent 
to the sheikh’s buying one, but he did so secretly a 
few days afterward.” 

Sometimes Mohammedans will propose to put the 
faith to the test. The trial by fire is sometimes pro- 
posed. A Mussulman said: ‘Whoever can pass 
through the fire unhurt is possessor of the truth.” 
The colporteur answered, “ All right, come on, you 
meke the first test.”” They went together to the 
village smith’s, but at the last moment the Persian 
declined to enter the fire. At another timie Deacon 
Baba was challenged by a dervish to the same test. 
To bluff him he heartily agreed, and they built a big 
fire. The deacon then walked around it, repeating 
the Lord’s prayer three times in the Syriac. Not 
understandinz the words, the dervish declared that 
the deacon was using magic and declined the test. 

There have been few controversial works written 
against the Bible in Persia. In Tabreez I know of but 
two. One was prepared by an official and never 
published. The character of it may be inferred from 
an objection made to the Gospels that they narrate 
the death of King Herod, and afterward speak of 
him as if he were alive. He did not know there were 
several Herods. Another book was written by a 
Meerza Hussian, who taught Persian in our school 
for a little while, and in pique at his dismissal at- 
tempted to show contradiction and discrepancies in 
the Gospels. Several officials acted as his patrons, 
enabling him to publish it. It had no sale. The 
author came to want and died in extreme destitution. 
His widow came to me and wished me to buy up the 
edition to prevent its distribution. 

When colporteurs many years ago went to the 
city of Maragha and began to exhibit so many books, 
people were astonished. Where could they have 
got so many Bibles? Finally suspicion arose that 
they must be robbers of churches, and they were 
arrested on this charge. 

A colporteur was carrying Bibles on his arm in the 
bazaars of Zenjan. A Persian merchant addressed 
him. ‘‘ What have you there?” he said. ‘‘The word 
of God, the Zoret and Jnjil.” ‘‘ And who are you?” 
“Tama Jew who has become a Christian,” the man 
replied. “The Mollah told us that whoever sold 
these books to subvert our faith should~be killed.” 
In a rage he called on the crowd, ‘‘ Beat him! beat 
him!” They fell upon him and beat him roundly, 
until the blood gushed from his nose. Then the 
Persian said, “I will pour oil over you and burn you; 
your book says God has a Son; you are blas- 
phemers.” The colporteur replied : “When we say 
it, itis blasphemy. What is it when you say it? Do 
you not say of Hussian, ‘ By the blood of God and 
the blood of the Son of God ;’ what does that mean ?” 
The man was nonplussed and said: “ Let us go to the 
Mollah and require an explanation of that phrase.”’ 
The Mollah said, “It is written not to abuse the 
followers of the book,’ meaning Jews and Christians. 
Finally the merchant was ashamed of his conduct 
and bought the Bibles, paying for them in henna—a 


red dye. The colporteur sold the henna and de- 
parted. 
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Persian officials as a rule befriend and protect the 
colporteur. In Hastarud a colporteur bad sold a 
number of Bibles, when four or five men, instigated 
by a Mollah, fell upon him as he was leaving the 
village and robbed him. He complained to the gov- 
ernor. His property was restored and the Mollah 
fined. One governor kept a copy of the Bible at his 
side, and decided cases of Christians by its teachings. 
Among the few instances of official oppression was a 
case under a former governor of Tabreez. A col- 
porteur was brought before him. He ordered him 
to be beaten. By paying a fine he escaped. The 
governor told him he was doing the devil’s work by 
selling the Gospels, as they would turn the people 
away from Islam. He threatened him with punish- 
ment if he continued. 

At first no custom duty was charged on Bibles. 
Afterward five per cent. was taken in kind or in 
cash. Once the chief of customs at Tabreez laid down 
a rule that Scriptures in the languages used by Mus- 
sulmans would be detained ; those in other languages 
would receive the ‘seal of authorization by a small 
payment. He gave as his reason that the Holy 
Scriptures were doing damage to Islam, and there- 
fore their circulation must not be allowed. The affair 
was placed in the hands of the British Legation; the 
order was annulled, and the chief of customs ordered 
to seal and deliver all Scriptures free of charge. In 
the spring of 1887 a shop was opened in the bazaar 
among the Mohammedans, in addition to the regular 
Bible depot. This created much talk. The Arme- 
nian bishop about the same time sent a controversial 
work, the Mezan-ul-Hak, to the Chief Mollah, saying 
that we were disturbing it. The Mollah began to say, 
‘“These men are filling the bazaars with the Zz77/, 
and wherever we go we find one.’”’ The Chief Mol- 
lah gave a decree prohibiting their sale. Itinerating 
colporteurs were arrested. The governor prohibited 
not only the shop in the bazaar, but the travelling of 
colporteurs in Azerbijan. The order remained in 
force for overa year. These events were exceptional. 
On the whole we have great reason to be thankful to 
the Persian government for liberty for the free and 
unmolested distribution of the word of God. 

The influence of Bible distribution among Moham- 
medans is marked. Correct views of Christianity 
have been disseminated. Erroneous ideas and prej- 
udices are being dissipated. They are receiving new 
conceptions of the origin of the Koran by seeing its 
correspondences as well as its contradictions to the 
biblical narratives. Some sects, as the Sheikhees, 
are promulgating views modified by gospel truth. 
Even the idea of atonement is finding lodgment in 
their minds. The new and widely spread sect of the 
Babis are firm believers in divine incarnation. The 
Baha, or Light, who lately died at Accho, was re- 
garded as the full incarnation of Godhead. The 
Bible is read, circulated, and continually quoted by 
them. Their familiarity with it often surprises one. 


Now they are finding prophecies of and correspond-— 


ence with their own dispensation. We can hope and 


pray that Christ Jesus may yet be revealed to them — 


as the “only name.” Their acceptance of and con- 
verse about the new birth by the Holy Spirit are’ 
simply marvellous. Several of the Mohammedans 


_ teen days away from home ; 
miles; have visited nine auxiliaries, and transacted 


the interest of the Bible cause: 
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In these and other cases of genuine conversion the 
Bible has had a prominent part. Among thé Arme- 
nians and Nestorians, too, the Bible is a constant and 
powerful instrument for evangelization and enlighten- 
ment.—Presbyterian Banner.

DISTRICT 


INDIANA.—I had the pleasure of attending six 
anniversaries in August. The first Sabbath was 
spent in Worthington, the second in Pendleton, the 
third in Bluffton, and the fourth in Hartford. Sabbath 
evening was given by nearly all the churches for 
these services, and in each place crowded houses 
participated. 


Iows.—During the month of August I was present 
and spoke at the anniversaries of Magnolia, Logan, 
Pella, and Henry County Auxiliaries, and at each 
place had good collections and received large dona- 
tions to the American Bible Society. 

The last Sunday of the month was spent with Henry 
County Auxiliary, centring at Mount Pleasant, 
celebrating its fiftieth anniversary. The whole day 
was given to the Bible cause.

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MICHIGAN AND WIsCcONSIN.—Two thousand three 
hundred and twenty miles of travel, at times through 
perils of forest fires, brought me face to face with 
seventeen Bible societies and two ecclesiastical 
bodies. 

The first Sunday I attended the annual meeting of 
Alpena County Bible Society. Four churches 
united in the evening services, which were held in 
the Baptist Church, being the largest in the city, and 
it was crowded. Your Superintendent addressed 
the meeting, and the people made a generous 
offering. 

The second Sunday was spent at Port Huron. 
Outside of the depository but little has been done by 
the society at that place. The meeting was largely 
attended, and the friends promised good things in the 
future. 

The third Sunday was spent at Ludington. It was 
thought impossible for one house to hold all the 
people who might wish to attend the meeting, and 
arrangements were made for two services.

The purchase of a Bible by a sailor is a genuine test 
of his desire to possess the book. Thé Missions to 
Seamen chaplain in Queenstown Harbor has sold 29,- 
381 Bibles since his work there began, in twenty-seven 
languages, to sailors, including such languages as 
Chinese, Croatian, Esthonian, Hungarian, and Lettish, 
for which £2,499 3s. 1d. was paid in that one station by 
sailors out of their hard-earned money. No other 
chaplain’s returns approach these remarkable figures, 
but nevertheless, as elsewhere, so in the Downs 
the Bible in about eighteen languages is sold to 
If an English sailor cannot buy, we 
give Bibles or Testaments. If a foreign sailor 
cannot buy, we give him one of the Gospels 
in his mother tongue. In only the rarest cases 
do I give new Bibles. It will be plain that the selling 
or giving of a Bible offers a great opportunity for 
I invariably 
find some special text and mark it for the recipient, or 
read a verse or two, even if I cannot speak the lan- 
guage in which I read. John iii. 16 and vi. 37, or xiv. 
I, or Matt. xi. 29, are often read by me to sailors, and 
often heard by them from my lips for the first time. .

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THE STUDY OF OUR BIBLE. 

The study of the Scriptures, which has never ceased 
since the canon was closed, seems to have reached a 
degree of importance and intensity in’ nearly every 
land wholly unequalled in the past. ‘The international 
character of our epoch is indicated not only by the 
fluctuations of the money market which affect recip- 
rocally the world capitals, but by that profound sym- 
pathy of study between Bible students in all lands 
who watch with keen interest’ each new school of 
criticism, each new wave of discovery, each new help 
to unravel the great problems of the Old Book. 

If the permanency of Scripture itself is a marvel, no 
less marvellous is the romance of criticism with which 
it’ is inseparably associated. _We call it romance be- 
cause there has been no’ theory too wild to be fast- 
ened on the Bible, no view too absurd to be con- 
nected with its stories and chronicles.

AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY. 

The stated meeting of the Board of Managers was 
held at the Bible House on Thursday, October 4th, 
1894, at three and a half o’clock, p. m., Theophilus A. 
Brouwer, Esq., Vice-President, in the chair. 

The devotional services were conducted by the Rev. 
Dr. Brett, of Jersey City, who read from the 60th chap- 
ter of Isaiah and offered prayer. 

Announcement was made of the decease, on the 
23d of September, of Charles J. Baker, Esq., of Balti- 
more, one of the Vice-Presidents of the Society, and 
a committee was appointed to prepare a commemo- 
rative notice. 

Among the communications presented to the Board 
from foreign lands were letters from Mr. Crummy and 
Mr. Loomis, of Japan, reporting the prompt adjust- 
ment on the part of the insurance companies of the 
loss occasioned by the burning of the Bible House in 
Yokohama in August last; from Rev. W. S. Ament, 
of Peking, in behalf of the North China Mission of the 
American Board ; from Rev. J.C. Gibson, of Swatow, 
expressing the approval of the Committee on Ver- 
nacular Versions of a tentative edition of the Gospels 
in Shanghai Colloquial, Roman letter ; from Rev. 
J. R. Hykes, reporting the issue from the depository 
in Shanghai of the unusually large number of 133,525 
volumes during July and August; from Mr, Norwood, 
in Venezuela, with full accounts of a protracted de- 
bate with hostile critics in the daily newspapers of 
Maracaibo; from Mr, Penzotti, in Guatemala; from 
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Mr. Prince, of St. Petersburg, and from Mr. Bertine 
Carrington, of Oakland, California, accepting an ap- 
pointment as assistant to the Society’s Agent in Siam. 

Upon the recommendation of the Committee on 
Distribution, grants of books were made to the value 
of about $3,570, including consignments to the Socie- 
ty’s Agencies in Mexico, Central America, and Brazil. 

The issues from the Bible House in September 
were 59,671 volumes; issues since April Ist, 461,900 
volumes.
